I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  1962  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  City  of  Chichester,  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/63.  Included  is  an  appendix 
by  your  Chief  Public  Health  and  Housing  Inspector 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  principal  vital  statistics  for  the  year,  with  comparative  figures 
for  1961  are  set  out  below.  The  decennial  census  took  place  in  April,  1961 
but  complete  figures  for  West  Sussex  are  not  yet  available*.  The  Registrar 
General's  estimated  mid-vear  population  for  the  City  for  1962  was  19,540,  an 
increase  of  60  over  the  previous  year. 

Births  showed  a slight  decrease  of  ..3,  whilst  deaths  were  also  lower  by 
32.  The  natural  decrease  (i.e.  excess  of  deaths  over  births)  'was  41,  compared 
with  60  in  1961. 

Infantile  deaths  (under  1 year)  again  numbered  4 3 of  these  occurring  in 

the  first  week  of  life.

Changing  Pattern  of  Mortality  and  Age 

The  table  on  page  11  shows  the  various  causes  of  deaths  arranged  in  age- 
groups.  It  can  be  seen  that,  of  the  45  cancer  deaths,  32  occurred  in  persons 
aged  65  and  over,  17  of  these  were  aged  75  and  over.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and 
blood  vessels  accounted  for  134  deaths,  of  which  105  were  aged  65  and  over,  86 
of  these  were  aged  75  and  over.

The  number  of  persons  reaching  80  and  over  can  be  expected  to  increase, 
and  this  represents  a challenge  to  our  social  and  welfare  services.  It  is  to 
the  advantage  of  all  that  the  "vulnerable  elderly"  i.e.  those  aged  over  80, 
should  be  helped  to  remain  active  and  independent.  The  disabilities  which  so 
often  make  old  age  a burden  can  be  alleviated  by  intelligent  social  planning  by 
both  voluntary  and  statutory  bodies. 

What  is  urgently  required  is  a Council  of  Social  Service  and  a 
comprehensively-equipped  Social  Centre  in  this  City,  The  benefits  of  such  a 
project  would  far  outweigh  the  capital  and  running  costs.  If  the  City  Council 
would  give  the  lead,  strong  support  from  other  quarters  would  be  forthcoming. 

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  table  of  page  15  gives  details  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
recorded  during  the  year. 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  dysentery  at  a private  school  in  the  City,  the 
incidence  of  infectious  disease,  as  compared  with  1961,  was  low,  the  total  number 
of  notifications  received  being  60. 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 

A further  survey  was  carried  out  in  the  City  during  March  and  April,  by  the 
Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  based  at  Portsmouth.  In  addition,  a weekly  visit 
w’as  made  by  the  Unit  throughout  the  year,  to  deal  with  referrals  by  local 
general  practitioners. 

Full  details  of  the  Unit's  work  in  the  City  during  1962  are  given  on  a 
later  page  of  this  report.  ^ 
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HOUSING  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 


With  the  increasing  numbers  of  old  persons'  flatlets  provided  by  the 
City  Council,  the  problem  of  caring  for  the  tenants  during  periods  of  short- 
term illness  is  too  much  for  the  warden.  It  is  strongly  recommended  that 
small  sick-bays  of  2 - 4 beds  should  be  available  in  all  blocks  of  such  flatlets. 
The  necessary  nursing  would  have  to  be  provided  from  local  hospital  or  County 
Council  resources. 

STAFF 


The  Deputy  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Parker,  resigned  on  30th  September, 
1962,  to  take  up  an  appointment  in  Coventry,  after  7 years  valuable  service  to 
the  Council.

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SECTION  1. 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  City  is  chiefly  a residential  and  administrative  centre  with  outlying 
parts  agricultural.  It  lies  almost  in  the  centre  of  Chichester  Rural  District, 
in  the  coastal  plain  of  West  Sussex,  between  the  South  Downs  and  the  sea,  which 
is  some  7 miles  from  the  centre  of  the  City. 

Industries  are  varied  in  nature  and  not  concentrated  in  any  one  sector, 
apart  from  the  new  Industrial  Estate  being  developed  by  the  Council  to  the  south 
of  the  Portsmouth-Brighton  railway  line.  There  are  no  large  industries  which 
might  have  a prejudicial  effect  on  the  health  of  the  City's  inhabitants.

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 


Routine  enquiries  to  trace  the  source  of  infections  etcog  are 
made  by  the  Public  Health  Department  officials  immediately  on  receipt 
of  a notification  of  infectious  diseaseo  Advice  is  given  to  the  parents 
as  to  home  nursing,  exclusion  from  schools  9 etcos  (both  of  patients  and 
contacts  for  the  prescribed  periods),  disinfection  (carried  out 9 where 
required,  by  the  Department '-'s  disinfector 9 either  terminally  or  on 
removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital)  and  general  measui^es  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  infect iono 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  dysentery  (to  which  reference  is 
made  later  in  this  Report)  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during 
the  year  was  remarkably  low  9 only  60  notifications  being  receivedo 
Table  12  on  page  I5  summarises  these  notificatioriS  by  sex  and  age  groups « 

POLIOMYELITIS 


No  notifications  of  the  disease  were  received  during  the  year 9 and,  in 
fact,  there  were  no  cases  in  the  whole  of  West  Sussex  duririg  1962 o This 
obvious  indication  of  the  success  of  the  poliomelitis  vaccination 
progamme  is  further  emphasised  by  the  fact  tliat  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  (the  week  ended  15th  Decembery  19^2)  no  cases  of  either^  paralytic 
or  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  England  and  Wales,  the 
first  time  this  had  occurred  in  any  one  week  for  nearly  18  years o 

Poliomyelitis  mccinatlon 

Following  the  recommendations  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Poliomyelitis 
Vaccine,  live  oral  vaccine  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  early 
in  1962  for  routine  poliomyelitis  vaccinationo  In  consequence  of  a 
much  simpler  procedure  for  carrying  out  this  Immunisation,  it  received 
good  public  support  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  oral  vaccine  had 
almost  completely  replaced  Salk  vaccine  (which  requires  inoculat ion) o

DIPHTHERIA 


No  cases  of  the  disease  occijrred  during  1962 , the  last  notification  being 
in  1954  (which  was  the  only  confirmed  case  in  the  last  16  years )o 

Parents  have  been  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  available 
(either  at  County  County  clinics  or  at  their  private  doctor's  surgery)  for 
combined  protection  for  their  children,  by  the  use  of  triple  antigen  vaccine 
again$t  diphtheria,  whooping  and  tetanus,  which  reduced  considerably  the  number 
of  individual  injections  requiredo  Details  of  the  number  of  children  under  I4  so 
protected  during  the  year  are  given  later  in  this  Report. 

MEASLES  & WHOOPING  COUGH 

No  notifications  of  either  disease  were  received  during  the  yearo 

SCAHIET  FEVER. 


6 cases  only  were  notified,  as  compared  with  4 in  1961.  The  disease 
was  mild  in  type,  all  patients  were  satisfactorily  nursed  at  home  and  no 
deaths  or  complications  were  reported. 

FOOD  PQISONDTG 

Although  no  notifications  were  received  during  1962,  it  is  a matter  of 
conjecture  as  to  the  true  incidence  of  food  poisoning  in  the  City. 

It  is  felt  that  each  year  there  are  marxy  cases  of  intestinal  upset  where 
the  patient  "has  eaten  something  which  did  not  agree  with  him"  and  has 
recovered  after  a day  or  two,  often  without  consulting  a doctor. 

It  cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed  that  any  instance  of  diarrohea  and/or 
vomiting,  with  relatively  rapid  onset  of  symptoms,  should  be  viewed  with 
suspicion,  especially  after  the  consumption  of  meat  or  meat  products,  cream, 
etc.,  and  this  department  notified  without  delay,  in  order  that  investigations 
can  be  carried  out  (and  specimens  obtained  for  laboratory  examination)  to 
trace  the  source  of  infection.  Too  often  it  has  been  foimd  in  outbreaks  of 
food  poisoning  that  an  unknown  carrier  (a  "symptomless  excretor")  has 'been 
spreading  the  disease  by  excreting  the  organism  but  without  exhibiting  any 
clinical  symptoms. 


DYSENTERY 

33  cases  were  notified  during  1962  (6  in  I96I).  In  each  instance. 
Shigella  sonnei  was  identified  by  laboratory  examination  of the  faeces. 

24  notifications  were  in  respect  of  an  outbreak  at  a private 'boys ' school 
in  the  City  during  June  and  comprised  boys  aged  from  8 to  13. 

ENCEPHALITIS 


1 case  of  acute  infective  encephalitis  was  notified  during  the  year.  The 
patient  was  a boy  of  3 years,  admitted  to  a general  hospital  in  the  City  from  an 
adjoining  district,  with  clinical  symptoms  indicative  of  epidemic  vomiting.  He 
died  within  2 days  of  the  onset  of  the  disease  and  diagnosis  was  made  following 
post-mortem  examination.

The  Mobile  Ma^s  Radiography  Unit  9 based  at  Portsmouth^  carried  out  a further 
survey  in  the  City  during  1962a  As  on  the  occasion  of  the  previous  visit 
in  19589  the  Unit  was  based  at  various  sites  in  the  City^  to  enable  as  many 
of  the  general  public  (and  industrial  groups)  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
opportunity  for  a chest  X-ray  with  the  minimum  of  delay  and  inconveniences 


Details  of  the  result  of  the  survey  are  set  out  below  and  it  is  most 
encouraging  to  note  that  both  the  total  number  X-rayed  and  also  the  figure 
of  those  attending  the  Unit  who  had  not  previously  been  X-rayed,  showed 
an  appreciable  increase® 


The  Unit  also  continued  throughout  the  year  its  weekly  half=hour  visit 
to  the  Cattle  Market  in  the  City,  to  enable  patients  referred  by  their 
own  doctor  to  have  an  X-ray  as  quickly  as  possible®  Statistics  covering

(who  also  act  as  school  nurses)  is  employed.  Domiciliary 
Midv/ifery  and  Nursing  Services  are  available  to  all  who  require 
them, 

(b)  Maternity  and  Child  V/elfare 

Ante-natal  clinics  are  held  weekly  on  Thursday  (all  day)  at  the 
Health  Centre,  Chapel  Street,  Relaxation  classes  for  expectant 
mothers,  which  were  inaugurated  in  1948,  have  continued  to  be 
popular  and  are  held  v/eekly  on  the  same  day. 

Infant  welfare  clinics  are  held  twice  weekly  (on  Tuesday  and 
Friday  afternoons), 

(c)  School  Clinics

(i)  Smallpox 


Vaccination  is  undertaken  Ly  general  practitioners  at  their 
sinrgeriesj  the  County  Council  payirig  a fee  for  the  record  of  the 
vaccination.  Smallpox  vaccination  is  volimtary  and  the  present 
low  level  of  protection  in  this  country  gives  rise  to  some  concern  at 
the  time  when  the  disease  can  he  quickly  and  easily  introduced  by  air 
travellers  from  countries  where  the  disease  is  endemic^ 

(ii)  Poliomyelitis 

Facilities  are  available  for  children,  young  adults  and  expectant 
mothers  to  receive  this  protective  inoculation,  either  by  one  of  the 
County  Nedical  Staff  or  by  their  own  doctor, 

(iii)  Liphtheria/V/hooping  Cough/Tetanus 

Immunisation,  losing  the  triple  antigen,  can  be  carried  out  either 
at  the  Health  Centre  or  by  the  family  doctor. 

(iv)  Tuberculosis 

BCG  vaccination  of  school  children  aged  15  and  over  is  carried 
out  (where  parents  so  desire'^ ' in  those  cases  where  ilantoux  skin-* tests 
have  shown  the  children  to  have  an  inadequate  resistance  to  tuberculoxos 
infection 

(f ) Chir^opodv 

With  tlie  appointment  of  a full-time  chiropodist  in  April,  it  was 
possible  to  go  ahead  with  arrangements  for  providing  a chiropody 
service  for  the  aged,  physically “handicapped  and  for  expectant  mothers, 
2 sessions  (half-day)  a month  were  held  during  the  period  from  Ifey 
to  December,  when  total  attendances  numbered  92,  In  31o5^»  the 
service  was  provided  free. 


6.  Other  Facilities, 


(a)  Family  Planning 

A Family  Planning  and  Sub-Fertility  Clinic,  under  arrangements 
made  by  the  Family  Planning  Association,  is  held  at  the  Health  Centre 
on  the  1st  and  5rd  Fridays  in  each  month,  from  7 to  8 p,m.

(b)  Venereal  Disease 

A clinic  is  held  on  Wednesd^ay  evenings  at  St,  Pdchard’s  Hospital, 
Chichester,  Additional  diagnostic  and  treatment  facilities  are 
available  at  St,  l&axy^s  Hospital,  Portsmouth  and  at  Worthing  Hospital, 

Tlie  venereologist  reports  a small  increase  in  new  cases  diagnosed 
and  in  total  attendances  compared  with  1961, 

(c)  Hursing  Homes 

One  nursing  home  in  the  City,  with  accommodation  for  8 medical 
or  chronic  patients,  is  registered  by  the  County  Council  imder 
section  187,  Public  Health  Act,  195^ 
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Naticaial  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951 

(a)  Section  47  - Removals  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

During  the  year  it  was  happilj'’  not  foimd  necessarj'-  to  have  recoux'se  to 
the  powers  of  compulsory  removal  to  hospital,  etCo,  of  persons  found 
to  he  in  need  of  care  and  attention,,  With  the  ready  co-operation  of  the 
geriatricians  and  almoners  at  hospitals,  together  with  health  and  welfare 
services  of  the  County  Council,  admissions  were  arran/-^d  to  local 
hospitals,  and  I am  happy  to  pay  tribute  to  all  concerned  for  their  help 
during  the  year^ 

It  is  generally  recognised,  however,  tliat  our  aging  population  is  a 
problem  v/hich  is  increasing  every  year,  and  I have  drawn  attention  in 
previo\is  Reports  to  the  measures  which  the  City  Council  is  taking, 
including  the  provision  of  special  types  of  accommodation  and  the 
modernisation  and  adaptation  of  existing  houses » 

(b)  Section  30  - Assisted  burials 

Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  1 burial  under  this  section 
of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (the  deceased  person  died  without 
traceable  relatives,  or  where  no  money  was  available  to  meet  funeral 
expenses ) .

1962  is  supplied  hy  IITo  A<,No  BurgesS;,  the  Water  Engineer  and  Managers^ 

(i)  Sources  of  Supply.,  Treatment  and  Sampling  Results 

The  puhlic  water  supply  to  the  Cityg  derived  from  the 
Corporation  wells,  horeholes  and  adits  at  Fishhourne  and  Funtlngton, 
has  Been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  throughout  the 
yeaxo 

Ape.rt  from  the  supply  of  water  to  premises  in  the  City, 
water  was  also  supplied  and  distributed  by  the  Corporation  in  fifteen 
parishes  in  the  Chichester  Rural  District,  and  a bulk  supply  was 
afforded  to  the  Selsey  Water  Company,  for  distribution  by  that  under-^ 
takings 


The  raw  ?;aters  were  free  from  any  tendency  towards 
plumbosolvent  action^  They  underwent  continous  purification  before 
being  pumped  either  directly  into  the  distribution  system  or  into 
the  storage  reservoir  at  Lavanto 

Approximately  sixty  per  cent  of  the  supply  was  derived  from 
the  FuntiTigton  Waterworks  where  the  treatment  consisted  in  the 
application  of  the  minimum  qimntities  of  CMorine  and  Ammonia  to 
ensure  a normal  Chloramine  residual  in  the  distribution  systera=  The 
average  chlorine  dose  was  O8I5  part  per  million. 

The  remainder  of  the  supply  was  from  the  Fishbourne  Waters- 
works  where  the  ti'eatment  consisted  in  the  application  of  a 
compar-atively  large  dose  of  Chlorine  (one  part  per  million)  followed, 
after  a brief  contact  period,  firstly  by  Sulphur  Dioxide 
(a  dechlorinating  agent)  and  secondly  by  Ammonia,  in  quantities 
sufficient  to  leave  a normal  Chloramine  residual  in  the  water* 

Routine  samples  of  raw  and  treated  water  were  collected  at 
regular  intervals  during  the  yea.r  and  submitted  to  the  Counties 
Public  health  Laboratories,  London,  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  chemical  analysis.  The  results  are  summarised  below

All  samples  were  of  a satisfactory  bacterial  purity, 
wholesome  in  character,  and  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic

Slum  Clearance 


Of  the  original  figure  of  450  houses  listed  as  unfit  for  habitation 
in  the  current  programme g only  77  remained  to  be  dealt  with  by  the 
end  of  the  year  1962 « Further  progress  was  made  in  the  rehousing 
of  tenants  and  the  acquisition  of  properties  in  the  major  area 
comprising  the  High  Street j George  Street  and  Broyle  Road  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  (which  originally  involved  some  155  tenanted 
dwelling-houses  and/or  shops).  By  the  end  of  1962 g the  Council  had 
acquired  110  properties  and  rehoused  125  families  from  this  area. 

Rehousing 


Council  building  provided  82  units  of  accommodation 
during  the  year,  whilst  relets  numbered  28.  Of  the  houses  available 
for  letting  50  went  to  slum  clearance  tenants  and  the  remainder  to 
applicants  on  the  general  waiting  list. 

The  whole  of  the  Council "s  building  programme  continues 
to  be  devoted  to  either  rehousing  tenants  from  slum  clearance  areas 
or  to  providing  special  accommodation  for  the  elderly.

Improvement  of  Houses 


The  Council  gave  consideration  towards  the  end  of  the  year  to  the 
Ministr^^  of  Housing  & Local  Goverrmerit s circular  42/65  ("Improvement 
of  Houses"  )e  Despite  the  poor  response  experienced  follov/ing  a pilot 
suTvey  carried  out  in  an  area  of  some  50  houses  in  1961  (houses  in 
relatively  good  structural  condition  but  lacking  modem  amenities)  9 
the  Council  approved  a recommendation 9 as  an  initial  step^  that  owners 
of  houses  in  one  street  which  were  considered  suitable  for  improvement g 
should  he  asked  whether  they  would  be  prepared  to  sell  to  the  Councils 
so  that  the  latter  could  modernise  the  houses  on  the  lines  in  the 
Circular  o 

During  1962  s,  55  applications  for  improvement  grants  (16  standard 9 I7 
discretionary)  were  received^  of  which  51  were  approved  (14  standardg 
17  discretionary)  and  2 were  refosedo  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
25  applications  were  received  from  owner/occupiers  and  only  8 from 
landlords u The  average  approved  expenditure  in  the  case  of  discretionary 
grants  was  £425  per  dwelling,,  on  wh'ich  a '^QPjo  grant  was  madeo  In  the 
case  of  standard  grants,  the  average  was  £ll6o 

Since  19495  207  applications  for  improvements  grants  have  been  approved*

The  work  of  modernizing  the  481  pre~war  Council  houses,  to 
bring  them  up  to  a standard  comparable  with  those  recently  constructed, 
continued  during  the  year  and  by  the  end  of  December,  1982,  75  bad  been 
completedo 

Estate  Amenities 

All~night  parking  of  cars  on  estate  roads  is  still  an  urgent 
problem  requiring  immediate  attention.  Despite  the  fact  that  lock-up 
garages  have  been  provided  and  more  are  planned;,  much  more  needs  to  be 
done  to  get  cars  off  the  streets.  Hard  standings  should  be  provided 
on  the  sites  already  earmarked  for  garages  throughout  the  housing  estates, 
in  advance  of  this  development  with  lock-up  garages. 

The  practice  of  street  parking,  besides  detracting  from  the 
general  appearance  of  estates,  constitutes  a hazard  to  road  users  and 
pedestrians  alike,  especially  children.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Food  Hygiene 

The  general  standard  in  food  shops,  cafes  and  restaiurants  continues 
to  improve*  This  is  most  evidsnt  where  new  proprietors  have  taken  over 
existing  bisinesses. 

In  the  central  shopping  area  where  much  of  the  refuse  collection  is 
carried  out  at  the  curbside  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  the  substitution  of 
the  existing,  refuse  container’s  by  disposable  paper  'sacks.  Several  food  shops 
are  already  using  this  system  and  efforts  are  continuing  tp  interest  other 
occupiers  of  premises,  to  which  The  Food  (Hygiene)  Regulations  apply,  in  the 
undoubted  benefits  of  this  excellent  dustless  refuse  storage  and  collection 
method.  xn

Ice  Cream 


At  51st  Decemter,  1962,  79  premises  were  registered  for 
the  sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream*  There  is  an  ice  cream  factory 
in  the  City  but  no  small  traders  are  manufacturing  their  cwn* 

There  are  several  retailers  operating  from  motor  vans  5 

(and  it  is  becoming  an  increasing  practice  for  them  to  serve  loose 
ice  cream*  This  is  to  be  deprecated  unless  better  standards  of 
hygiene  can  be  maintained  on  these  vehicles. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

Although  only  one  slaughterhouse  has  been  in  operation 
in  the  City  during  the  year  (the  one  at  Green  Lane  having  closed 
in  November,  I96I) , the  lOOfc  inspection  of  all  animals  slau^tered 
has  involved  a considerable  amount  of  overtime  in  the  evening  and 
at  weekends.  The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  (details  of 
wliich  ai*e  given  below)  shows  a reduction  of  some  545OOO  from  the 
j figure  for  I96I  this  being  almost  entirely  accounted  for  by  the 

£ drop  in  the  number  of  pigs  killed  and  inspected  (due  to  the  closing 

of  Green  Lane  slaughterhouse,  which  concentrated  on  the  slaughter 

of  "smalls")® 

During  the  year,  The  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 

Regulations  (Appointed  Day,  No.  3)  Order,  1962  and  T^e  Slaughter  of 
Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  RegulatioriS  (Appointed  Day,  No,  5) 
Order,  1962  were  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food,  naming  1st  October  1962  as  the  "appointed  day^*  for  the 
purposes  of  enforcement  of  these  regulations®  Y/ork  at  Stockbridge 
Road  slau^terhouse  necessary  to  bring  the  premises  into  conformity 
I with  the  standards  laid  down  by  the  regulatioris , was  completed  and 
approved  for  the  purpose  of  renewal  of  the  slaughterhouse  licence. 

^ From  the  detailed  analysis  of  slaughtering  and  meat 

inspection  given  overleaf  it  will  be  seen  that  tuberculosis  in 
cattle  has  been  almost  entirely  eliminated.  The  incidence  of 
other  diseases,  however,  still  necessitated  the  condemnation  of 
' a considerable  amount  of  meat.  Of  the  total  kill,  only  approximately 
L jjc  is  for  local  consumption,  the  bulk  of  "export"  meat  being  sent 
to  Portsmouth,  Bristol,  London  and  the  Midlands®
